Moving the second stage of the Central , 
Fund Bill, 1941, the MINISTER FOR 

FINANCE (Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly) said that 

it was to authorise the issue from the Central 

Fund of the Vote on Account of £12,350,000, 
and the total supplementary and additional 
estimates for the present financial year, 
already passed. The total vote represented 
an increase of £697,755 on the nett 1 1 
for 1940-41. The increase was for the Army, 
and were it not for this the *ztimates would 
show a decrease. As regards employment 
schemes provisions, he said, the estimate of a 
million pounds represented the amount 
which, in the light of past experience, it was 
estimated, would be spent. There were 
schemes for the provision of employment at 
present under examination, and, if he was 
satisfied that proper employment could be 
provided, he would not stop at the million 
pounds in the estimate for unemployment 
schemes. 

Senator J. J. COUNIHAN said that frozen 
loans were not nearly as important as imme- 
diate credit for farmers, There were thousande 
of industrious farmers who bought land at 

ak prices, who paid exorbitant rates of 
interest out of their working capital, and 
who now could not get the smallest con- 
sideration from the banks. These were cases 
that ought to be considered. 

Senator Michael HAYES said that they 
had not solved their political, cultural and 
economic problems, hey had not solved 
the problems of partition, the Irish language 
or unemployment, but expenditure had 
increased, It was thought that ships could 
have been diverted from France to Ireland, 
but there was no evidence that extra supplies 
had been imported, or where they were. 


COMMUNAL FEEDING 


Senator Sir John KEANE said that he 
had no objection to a conference on provision 
of credit to farmers, but the Government 
might be able to do it directly. He suggested 
that the Government should show sympathy 
for, and, if necessary, give assistance to, 
communal feeding. wo or three thousand 
pounds would be enough for the initial 
equipment, and he would ask the Government 
to niake the best use of voluntary organisa. 
tions, 

Senator McELLIN said that it would have 
to be ensured that any credit to farmers 
would not be used to pay off old debts, but 
would go towards production on the land.

NO BLOCKADE 

Referring to An Taoiseach’s broadcast to 
America on St. Patrick’s Day, he said that 
Mr. de Valera had stated that both sides 
in the war, in blockading each other, were 
blockading Eire.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Senator F. MacDERMOT referred to the 
token vote for the League of Nations and 
said that membership of the League implied 
that ey still adhered to the 
Covenant. They had adhered to that 
Covenant notwithstanding that they felt 
a grievance about partition, and one of 
the most striking map about the policy of 
the Government was that they had, in spite

That was a line 
that should not be taken by anybody who 
remembered that they had undertaken inter- 
national obligations when they entered the 
League of Nations.

The theatre of to-day is turning, and will 
turn more and more, to the poetic play. The 
best of the younger poets are busy nearly 
everywhere with this belief. and even such 
an accomplished dramatist as Somerset 
Maugham has expressed the feeling that 
there is nothing further he can do for the 
theatre in the prose medium. The quality of 
fine speech has disappeared almost com- 
aged from the stage, and when we listen 

a play we have a natural hunger 
for fine speech. Thus it is that we 
hear the merely pathetic and think it is 
nearly poetry; we admire the glittering 
@loquence of Shavian dialectics and almost 
feel that it is something other than what it 
is; we turn back to Shakespeare and try to 
bring him nearer to us by putting his plays 
into modern dress, 

The need is there, but we do not want a 
revival of old models. Neither Greek 
choruses on the one hand, nor Vtctorian 
characters, in their own. or later verse, on the 
other, will suit our mood, We have to dis- 
cover a form that is appropriate to our age, 
and there must be many experiments, 
Winterset is one of the most i 
teresting. of these experiments 80 
It has the rhythm of ite time, It has a 
speech that successfully evokes emotion. 
brings poetry and realism together. It tells | 
a story that has beauty in it out of the life 
of to-day. 

It is just a little unfortunate that it should 
have already reached us in the form of a 
film which, however good it may have been 
in its own medium, tended to show the 
story merely as one of the American gangster 
type. The very opposite is the effort and 
achievement, of the play itself. It lifts its 
dark tale of love and death into the stirring 
regions of poetic power and gives us once 
more the true language of the theatre. It 
should be an inspiration to our younger poets 
and dramatists, who, so far, have been slow 
in realising that although verse drama may 
be dead in Ireland, it is blossoming into 
new life in the world around them. 

Winterset, for what it is. can be seen 
at its best as the U.C.D Dramatic Society 
presents it. There are several individual 
performances of high quality among its ‘sng 
and uniformly excellent cast, notably those 
of Liam O Laoghaire as the haunted son of 
an unjustly executed father, Jack Hoey as 
the judge, haunted, too, by the injustice of 
the trial, and the tragic Esdras family 
father, son and daughter—around whom the 
quest for justice is centred. Joan Gorman 
as the daughter gives what is perhaps the 
most finished piece of acting in the play. 
Alec Hinkson is particularly good as the 
father, and Oliver Murray gives us all the 
pathetic weakness of the son. 

The production and lighting by Desmond 
©’Connor give a fine finish to the whole, and 
in this he is brilliantly assisted by the two 
scenes designed by Michael Clarke. 

The incidental music, specially composed by 
Frederick May, greatly helps the mood ot 
the play and enhances the importance of the 
production as something really eventful.

‘There also will be 
more spring wheat; but the six hundred 
thousand acres which would ensure the 
national bread supply cannot be achieved. 

The farmers are not to blame. Between 
the new year and the end of February the 
weather was so bad that sowing was out 
of the question, and before the autumn it 
is quite possible—indeed, highly likely— 
that Eire’s supplies of wheat must be eked 
out by barley or other cereals. That will 
mean the end of the wheaten loaf. Dr. 

Ryan appealed to the farmers te grow the 
maximum amount not only of «heat, but 


‘of all other foodstuffs, during the coming 


season. His appeal was reinforced by Mr, de 

Valera, who declared that the nation needed 

between 500,000 and 700,000 additional 

acres of cultivation. Whatever happens, 

there will be a shortage of native wheat. 

There also will be a shortage—there is a 

shortage at present—of feeding-stuffs for 
animals; therefore, it is a matter of urgent 
necessity that every available acre of land 

shall be utilised for the production of

They spend tho whole day in the offices or 
in the factories, As soon as they are 
released from work they make their way. 
to the nearest. public shelter, claim 
“‘berths,”’ and settle down for the night. 
In the mornings they get up and go 
straight back to work. They carry their 


bedding around with them, and they eat 


in restaurants, off mobile canteens, and 
from paper bags. It seems likely that, as 
long as the possibility of Blitzkrieg 
continues, the public shelters will take the 
place of home for these people. The pro- 
portion of the population which lives in 
this way is not large; but the number is 
sufficiently high to cause the Goveraruent 
a slight uneasiness from time to time.. At 
the moment the chief difficulty lies in tne 
fact that these people have no proper 
means to wash themselves, Mr. R. V. 
Coombes an official of the Health and 
Cleanliness Council, gave voice to his 
uneasiness the other day, ‘‘ Unless they 
are cleaning themselves at their work 
places, he said, these people do not 
get a good wash for weeks.’’ “The amount 
of thorough washing that one can do in a 
normal office or work place is so small 
as to be negligible, so that it may be con- 
cluded that these shelter-dwellers are by 
no means as clean as they might be. 
Cleanliness may come next to godliness, 
but that is not the aspect of the matter 
which is troubling the Health and Cleanli- 
ness Council; it is more concerned with 
the danger of infection and the spreading 
of germs as a result of unclean conditions. 
In order to make matters easier for the 
Nomads, many of the local authorities 
are installing hot and cold water into their 
public shelters, while others, more con- 
cerned with the problem of washing clothes, 
will establish communal laundries in which 
the shelterers will be able to wash and iron 
their clothes. By these methods it should 
be possible for the shelterers to remain 
clean and healthy, and at the same time 
to recover their self-respect ; for few things 
make one lose self-respect so quickly as the 
knowledge that one is not particularly 
clean. Another problem which is becoming 
acute is the problem of keeping the bedding 
clean—in fact, not only keeping it clean, 
but keeping it at all. The people cannot, 
of course, carry their bedding bout with 
tue all day, so they leave it with friends 
or in any other available place while they 


are at work. The provision of free storage 


dép(ts—or even storage dépéts at which 
a small fee could be charged to cover the 
costs—would solve the problem admirably ; 
such a scheme is being tried out with great 
success in Westminster.

At New street one beast on the 
premises of Mrs. F. Cavanagh, dairy 
proprietor, has the disease, There 
are 40 dairy cows, one bull, a calf 
and 39 pigs in the place. At Cool- 
nagrower 28 cattle, ownéd by Mr. 
John Abbott, are affected. 

A suspected case near Newtownmount- 
| Kennedy, Co. Wicklow, was inspected by 
Department veterinary surgeons yesterday 
evening, but no confirmation of the case had 
been received up to late last night. 

The measures taken by the Department of 
Agriculture to prevent further spread of the 
disease were again discussed in the Dail 
yesterday. 

In reply to Mr. J. Hughes, who asked 
what provision had been made for iuspection 
by a veterinary officer of cattle licansed for 
‘immediate slaughter before removel off the 
farms both inside and outside the area 
infected by foot and mouth disease, Dr. 
RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, state n 
the Dail yesterday the usual practice was 
to carry out a veterinary examination of 
the animals on the premises before a licence 
Was issued.
